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Close to the City of Hulst is “Het Verdronken (Drowned) Land of Saetinghe.” This 
Nature Reserve is one of the most important salt marsh areas in the Netherlands. It is 
an area of mud flats, sandbanks and salt marshes, intersected by narrow streams, 
creating mud galore. Walking here is a true expedition, dredging through mud, bogs 
and crossing water gullies is all part of it. More on the City of Hulst on pages 22-23.

Hulst, the most Flemish City іп the Netherlands 


The City of Hulst is located in the South of the 

Province of Zeeland, a Province in the South-West of 

the Netherlands. 

f It is situated in the region Zeelandic-Flanders, on the 

.. Dutch-Belgian border, which is connected by land 
only to Belgium. That is the reason the locals call it 

Flag & Coat of Arms of Hulst. е most Flemish City in the Netherlands. 

The Drowned Land of Saeftinghe (Verdronken land van Saeftinghe) is a nature reserve in 

the North of the Municipality. It’s name refers to the Saeftinghe legend, which was featured 

a couple of month ago in this magazine. 

Hulst is a fortified Town. 

The City, including Absdale, had 10,985 inhabitants (1 January 2021), making it the sixth 

largest City in Zeeland, behind Middelburg, Vlissingen, Goes, Terneuzen and Zierikzee. 

The Burgundian lifestyle of the City of Hulst in particular, attracts a vast number of Flemish 

tourists. The original dialect of Hulst and the surrounding (Catholic) Villages deviates 

strongly from the other Zeeland dialects and resembles the dialects in the North of 

Waasland, a Belgium Province of East Flanders. Hulst is only about 30 km from Antwerp. 


History: 
Hulst originated in the 11th century as the settlement called Hulust. Hulst received City 
rights from the Flemish Count Philip of Alsace in 1180 and the City developed into an 
important fortified Port. The important strategic location of Hulst meant that several 
bordering Countries vied to take control of it. 
Os gee [n 1453, during the Ghent Revolt, the City was almost completely 
Bi destroyed. From 1453 -1477 the ramparts and gates were fortified, 
= but the people of Ghent again burned the City in 1485 and 1491. 
Ж In 1591, Maurice van Nassau, later Prince of Orange, captured the 

М City within five days. Five years later, another siege took place, 
SEE with Hulst being recaptured by Albert of Austria . 

£ From 1615 - 1621, the Spanish ruled the City and they made more 

"t extensive fortifications that can still be seen today. 
' Building outside this fortress belt was not permitted, but 
йіп 1816 the fortress was disbanded and in 1845 it was bought by 
lil the City and remained intact. It was not until after 1860 that any 
buildings outside the fortress belt began to develop. 


Commerce: 

In the early days, the Saxvliet was the main entrance to the 
Tnt ene Four harbour. The City flourished due to the presence of the harbor as 
(Gate) part of the

well as the moorings that were available North of the City. 
After the surrounding area was inundated by water in 1585, the Hellegat eroded and became 
the new Harbour. However, this in turn closed in 1795 as the Hellegat had silted up. 


Tourism: 

During the liberation of Hulst during world war 2 in 1944, the St. Willibrordus Basilica lost 
its spire. This was later replaced by a concrete structure. The main Church in the middle of 
Town was voted as the nation's most beautiful Church. 

Being very close to the Belgian border (just 3 km), the Town has a lot of influence (and 
visitors) from Flanders. Its border location, cosy atmosphere and nearby beaches attract lots 
of day-trippers. Hulst is still missing from the average guidebook and thus very authentic, 
with very few foreigners (other than Belgians) having already discovered this hidden gem. 
On sunny summer days, Perkpolder Beach is packed with locals and visitors alike. The 
beach bar cannot handle such mass invasions of people, it has an outside counter and lets 
people take their drinks and sprawl out on the dyke or on the beach. 

There is a general sense of anarchy on the beach, and enforcement of coronavirus rules is 
non-existent.
